We ‘vid 
a course for Bering strait, and vext afternoon, 
through occasional rifts in the fog, we made 
out the beld outline of East Cape, which forms | 
the easternmost extrem'ty of ‘sia; and Cape 
Prince of Wales, the westernmost point of Amer- | 
ica, one on each side of Bering strait—portails 
of the mysterious arctic. Midway between them 
are the Diomede islands, precipitous rocks with 
an elevation of about 1,750 feet, one belonging to 
Russia and the other to the United States. 
Slowly, but steadily, we gained the lee of 
the Russian island and late in the evening drop 
ped anchor, hoping for a quiet uight sheltered | 
from the wind which had buffeted us for twenty | 
four hours. On board, in addition to the regular | 
crew, we had a dozen Bskimo walrus-hunters | 
from Nome. They were nearly all deathly sea- 
sick: and it was with great relief that they 
heard the rattle of the anchorcbsin. It wae) 
after we passed “halen, the principal settlement 
in northeastern Siberia, that we eighted our 
first walruses. In all directions they were swim- 
ming and splashing about in schools of from 
a dozen to fifty or sixty. They swam with head 
and neck only above the water, ducking their 
heads and flopping over the hind flippers when | 
they dove. 
Walruses frequently weigh a ton and meas 
ure ten or twelve feet from end to end. Their | 
heads are round, with flat muzzies covered with | 
spinelike whiskers. Their distinguishing fea) 
ture is the pair of iv.ry tusks, from 20 to 32 
inches in length, extending downward from the 
upper jaw, which are used to dig shelifish from 
the bottom of the sea, and to aid the animals in 
hauling out of the water on to the ice. Large 
as walruses are, their food consists principally 
of clams, shrimps, starfish and other similar 
marine organisms. Occasionally one will ac 
quire a taste for other food and thus become 
a@ seal-killer, but such cases are probably rare. 
Excepting for the tusks, and their great size, 
walruses look very much like seals.
